Amersded Hay-Pauncefote Treaty 
by No Means Sure of " 
Acceptance^ 



Will be Decided on Broad Stand, 
point of Policy Towards 
United States.

London, Jan, 10.— The despatch of the 
United States correspondent of the 
London Times on the llay-Pauneotote 
treaty is a bitter iavoealiou ot Great 
Britain not to give anti-British Ameri- 
cans an oiiportuuity for exultation over 
her surrender, and liiids hearty editorial 
echo ill the Globe, which declares that, 
though Aiiierieaiis as a whole are learn- 
ing to take a more solier view of the 
relations with Great Britain, there is 
still a gioU[i of politicians whose main 
object is to annoy and humiliate Great 
BritaJri. 

Various United States despatches refer 
pointedly to Washington's growing 
assumption that Grciit Britain will ' ac- 
cept the amended treaty. According to 
rumor here, this is greatly due 'ti> con- 
versations with Lord PaunCefote some 
time ago. Whatever truth there is in 
the reported conversations with Lord 
PauncofotL — and they are not credited at 
the foreign olllce — it can be said that the 
matter h;is now gone beyond the phase 
where l';iuncel'ote's views are likely to 
turn the scale one way or the other. 
AA'^ero not the question regarded^ from 
the broad standpoint of Great Britaiu's 
general policy towards the LTnited States, 
it would bo safe to say the Senate's 
aineudtneiits would meet with iirompt 
refusal, and if that does occur, it will be 
done with a full appreciation on the 
part of Groat Britain cf any and all 
consequences. ■ .

CHINESE REFORMERS. 

Want Empress Dowagor Placed tis Pri.=^- 
oner on an Lslaiid. 

Vancouver, Jan. IG.— (Special) — The 
Chinese lOmpire Reform Association of 
Canada sent a long potitioii forward from 
\'ancouvor yesterday. It sets forth' 
that iiH the powers ha.vo not 
recognized the Empress Dow- 
ager as the olllcial head of the gov- 
ernment, elic should be put on an i.sland 
near China and kept there. Tlie petition 
says that the Dowagor is the most hated 
person in the empire, and is restraining 
at this moment tlio Emporo:, who wishes 
to return to Pekin, and many of the ile- 
crccs issued under the Eniiieror's name 
were rimk forgeries; that the Emperor 
wished to reign as n modern reformer, 
but wa« nreventc<l by the ICniiiresa. D«v- 
ager. There wore no blood ties what- 
ever between tho Einprcsis Dowager and 
the Emperor, and there was no nff'ectiim 
between them. Tho BoxeiH were the 
backer-'^ of. and compose the whole par- 
ty of tho I']mi>ress Dowager. The Pxix- 
er trouble was precipite.tcd by the Em- 
|)re.Sfi Dowager. The petition also refers 
to several cablegrams in which the Ue- 
form party is nientioni'd disparagingly. 
The subject matter cablegraniH are de- 
nied seriatim. 

The petition concludes by warning Her 
MajMty of the double game being play- 
ed by Prince Tung, Fu Tsang, Yung Lu 
and Kang Yi, who, with viceroy.s Chang 
Chi U'uiig and JA Quin Yih, are plan- 
ning still further troubles for Iha for- 
eigner.1 in China. 

Then follows a translation of a petition 
sent I).v thes(> Chinese politicians; to the 
Emperor, asking him to r(>niove the gov- 
(>rnment from Pekin, and promising to 
s(iueezo ajl foreigners to the very death, 
so that when the time arrives, to makc^ 
]ieace. tho foreignern will be obliged to 
ask China to dictate terms of peaci.'.

FUTURE OF THE ISLAND. 

The existence of cictensive conl mines 
on Vancouver Lslnnd can hardly fail to 
have a coiitrolling infliinnco iijiou its in- 
dustrial future. The proxiuiity of coal 
to iron has eTerywhoro in civilized 
countries led to results of the highest 
importance. This is wliat laid the 
foundation of the Rrcatncss of England 
as a manufacturing country. This iiiado 
PennsylTaaia one of the richest states in 
the American Union. This at tlio prcs 
ent time is causing the Pstablisliiiunit on 
Oape Breton of ono of the most oxteii- 
sivp iron plants in the world. Doubt 
has boon thrown upon the value of the 
iron deposits of this Island, but we 
thinlc -wiithout good reason. It is no 
part of onr duty to express opinions as 
to the value of properties, but tho fact 
that large sums of money are being ex- 
pended in development work on more 
than one iron deposit indicates that, in 
the opinion of persons whose financial 
interests are concerned to see that ii i 
mastakes are made, it will pay to open 
properties which some alleged experts 
have been ta haste to condemn. We 
make this observation because of a more 
or less public stntcment made recently 
by a gentleman, intereste<l in mining, 
that doubt existed as to the value of 
our iron ores. It is, however, fair to 
say that he had not hoard of the results 
'Ot recent development -work, nor had the 
■discovery of tlie hematite deposit near 
<3hemainus been brought to his nctic 
This last named mine is likely to prove 
of very great value, and Mr. Dunsmui 
is authority for the statcnucnt that not 
far north of Comox there is a very large 
deposit of what appears to bo tlie same 
high grade of ore. In view of thoso 
facts, wo fool a very groat degree of con- 
fidence in tho oarly ostablislunent 
Vancouver Island of iron works on 
very extensive scale. 

But it is not only for the smelting of 
iron ores that wo regard this Island as 
.specially adapted. It is quite pnssilil. 
to develop a policy which will cause to 
he set up here smelters for the handling 
of all kinds of ores, that can be iiro- 
citred from any jioiiit along thi' I'.icilii' 
C'o.'lsl from Klondil;p to Peru. We look 
forward to the time, when tho major 
portion of the output of our coal mines 
will be converted into coke to supply 
vast establishnionts haiulling minora! 
from mines, a quarter of tho riroumfor- 
onco of tho earth apiirt. This is not llu 
dream of an enthusiast, but a conclu-iini 
ba«od upon llie opinions of cxperi(-uee<l 
transportation men, and we need not 
say that transportation is tlio groat 
factor to bo taken into acconut in work- 
ii'.g out tlio rnggosloil proliloni. 

It is hardly necessary to say what tlio 
realtzation of such anticipations would 
mean to Vanconver Island and tho city 
of Victoria, and this is fortunalo be- 
cause one would bo likely to be acoiisod 
of exaggeration, if nothing else, if ho 
endeavored to depict what such indus- 
trial expansion would bring in Uft train. 
Depend upon it, Nature is not in the 
habit of making mistakes. She has 
■concentrated on Vancouver Island re- 
sources and geographical adv.'intages of 
Incomparable value, and tho mavcuient 
in the direction of utilizing them may 
fcocome ■ very r.apid in tho imtnedinte 
future. No part of the world can be 
named whore the oloments of industiial 
progress and permanent igreatness are 
more lavishly bestowed than on this 
■great Island, which we are eonfidetit 
will ' hecome tho greatest centre .' Of in- 
dustry on the whole Tacific Coast of the 
Arfiorican continent. 

We 'suggest that the cjdstence of such j 
•conditions here imposes a duty upon the I 



federal and provincial governments. We I 
have a right to ask of tho former that 
it shall give the question its best ci.n- 
sideratiuii, and make its solutiou one of 
the chief objects of the feiloral policy. 
It is not our intention to base this claim 
upon the large proportionate share con- 
tributed by British Columbia to the 
revenue of Canada. We.pu: it upon 
the broader g'-ound of tho duty owed by 
the government to Canada us ii -whole 
and to the British Empire. It is due to 
Canada that this signal opportuiiity to 
promote its industrial greaiues-i snail 
not 1)0 allowed to remain uiiiniprovod 
any longer tlian can be avoided. It is 
duo to tho Eiiqiiro that the strongest 
possible on.iiniuiiity shall bo built -.ip 
here. Wo have pleaded in the past 
with tho Dominion authorities to turn 
their attoiition more to tho AVei,t. Wo 
feel tho case is strong enough to justify 
us in making tho plea a demand, so con- 
fident arc we that, when it is once 
understood, tho case of our Island will 
ccuninaiid tho sympathy and support of 
the people of Canada, from one end of 
tho country to another. The share, 
which tho provincial ffovernmont can 
take in bringing about the groat con- 
sniuiiialion .spoken of, is nooossarily 
much more limited than that open to the 
Ottiiwa ministry. But it can do some- 
thing, and we have the fullest faith in 
the desire of Mr. Punsnuiir anil his ool- 
leaguos to co-oporato, as far as is con- 
sistent Avith a due regard to the inter- 
ests of other parts of the province, with 
the federal authorities in enabling '\'an- 
couver Island I" take its proi)or indus- 
trial and commoroinl pnsitiuii. We know 
that tho people will bo with us in any 
woll-d.ovisod oaiiipaign with that object 
in view, and believe that, with u long 
pull and n strong pull and a pull all 
together, we can accomplish all thot any 
of us have dared to hope for.

II. M. Kutchin, the special agent of 
the United States treasury department, 
who was sent to Alaska Inst season to 

investigate the condition of the salmon 
industry, has made a report which ha 
created considerable alarm. It is his 
opinion that unless something is done in 
the direction of establishing hatcheries, 
the salmon industry in the district 
doomed to extinction, and that within a 
very short period. Aiiparoiitly the re 
searches of tho special agent were pur^ 
sued in a painstaking and studious man 
ner, and the opinions which be expresses 
in his report have made a marked im- 
pression on his superiors in the treasury 
department. Incidentally, tlio specia 
agent expresses the opinion that tin 
salmon Industry of Puget Sound will, 
within a few years, boeonie nlmos 
worthless, and that this will bo brought 
about from natural causes. lie lu-oceeds 
with a long and serious discussion of th 
death of a valuable industry and the 
loss to tho world of an important food 
supply. The Seattle Post-Intelligencer 
does not agree with "Sir. Kutchin in his 
referonco to the threatened extinction of 
the salmon supply of I">ugot .'>o\uid, argu- 
ing that he is apparently \iuawaro of tlio 
vast amount of work which has been 
done in the direction of the establish- 
ment and maintenance of salmon hatch- 
eries directly by tho state. It claims 
that if an abundant supply of hatcheries 
will ensure the industry from extinction, 
the salmon supply of Washington is 
safe. Tho Post-Intolligencor. however, 
is impressed with the gravity of tho dan- 
ger which lias been pointed out by Mr. 
Kutchin. It says: 

"The maintenance of a sufllcient sup- 
ply of food fish to keep the present num- 
ber of canneries and packing establish- 
ments in operation Involves larger con- 
siderations than tho mere success or 
destruction of a private business outer- 
prise. It is n matter of world-wide in- 
terest, because It affects in a measure 
the food supply of people in all quarters 
of tho globe. Tho canned salmon of the 
raoilic coast has become a customary 
and usual addition to the food supply 
of pcojilo in all parts of tho world. It 
can be found on tho tables of every 
country in Europe, ami in every grocery 
store within the limits of the United 
States. The possible complete destruc- 
tion of one of tho main supplies of a 
food of such universal use is an oronomii' 
danger of the first nink, not a more local 
(piostion involving simply the private in- 
torosls (if a hanilful of capitalists and 
the few thousand men dependent upon 
the industry tor their support." 

Wo presume that if the special agent 
is right in his estimate of the situation, 
his <^onolusions will be of special iiitorcst 
to British Columbia cannorymen, and we 
therefore call their attention to the 
matter.

A small sitting room is off tlie palm 
corridor and contiguous to the drawing 
room and library; aspect south and 
west, making a very cheerful room.

'There is a morning room upstairs.

■ .V feature of the building is that 
everp |irincipal room can he thrown open 
by ^ great sliiliiig doors, fiu-ining a 
lialeiilosei)])(i of magnificent salons, tlie 
h.all room opening into rcceiilion hall, 
ilr.awing roiim into rece|)tion hall, sitting 
room upstairs into g:illery around recep- 
tion hall, liall room galicry inio rci:ep- 
lion hall gallery, with its open lire-iilace, 
wliicli in its tuni overlooks the hall; 
ball roiiin into enrridor, across wliicli 
are dining, breakfast ^ and smoking 
rooms, and also into billiard room; draw-

In a lull' Issue of your pniier. tluit I was 
unnicil as dlscrLMllt In;: certain opinions ro- 
gardlii;: salmon. Wlicn I met your reporter 
on the street. I had nof seen any account ot 
these oidnlons, and conseiinently had not 
Klveu the nniller oonsldoratlon. and certaln- 
Ij' did not thhik the conservation was meant 
for Dubllentlou. Uut, sir. since my oiilnlon 
has becomo public, nnd la denied bv four 
leadlui; medical men. I nm compelled to 
take notice. My knowlcdKC of the subject 
Is that llsli are not at any special season, 
poisonous or unlltteil for food— all flsli are 
best In their proper season, for out of sea- 
son they detorlornto from chnnt:e of fooil 
nnd other causes, and are less nultrltlous. 
besides possesslni; Interior Uavor. etc. The 
only point then to be considered Is the 
foimatlon of some injurious product. The 
question of the development of Ptomaines 
(poison). In the live spent flsh. Is not. I 
think, aecciitcd. Ptomaines ar.? the result 
ot deconi|)oslilnn or disease, nnd I think 
our LTraiulnioihers' Idea, ot the Injury to 
health from siient flsli. results from the 
fact that bacteria are much more aetlvo In 
' lII-nourlvlie(l or \veiikened tissue— as spent 
flsh— so that when the Ml-nnurislied. weak- 
ened or spent llsh dies, ptonuilnea are de- 
veloped much more quicklv tlinn In the \vell 
nourished one. Therefore Uie spent llsh 
must l)p used only, when- fresh- 1 do not 
know of any other Injurious condliion. I 
do not Include In nboyo polsouin;; by mus- 
sels and clams— a. siib|pct not by any 
means settled— or diseased llsh. If I have 
taken a wrnn:; stand. I shall bi' yery ple;iscil 
to be set rlirhl. anil therefore, liope t lie fmir 
medical ueiitlemen named In your Issue to 
day. \vlll state exactly In what particular, 
Osb out of season are Injurious to health, 
nnd shall deem It n favor to he rcferreil to 
Hip sclentlfle authorities Influouplnir their 
nnlnion. I freelv admit I wouM not advise 
tlie use of such lisli. lust as I would not 
reconnnenil beef frnin an 111 ninirlsliiMl, 
over-wniiu,'ht or parnirleni cow. but I ""uld 
not condemn the moat as iinhcaliliv I am 
not snri". but T think the he.alth laws In 
I';t--i-.",i ,1o not Interfere with tlie sale of 
salmon about to spawn— probably the uanie 
laws do. _ . „ . „

Sir,— I do not wish to dispnrnce om- M. 
D.'s JudL'inent on the salmon (luestlon. but 
I really think had Mr. Galbralfh souL'lit 
more practical knnwledi-'e from our local 
eanners and lisbcrnieu. who have niadi 
habits of llsh almost a life study, it would 
havt' been more to the point. .Nearly e 
person knows that snimnn return to 
river In whiidi they were hatched, to spawn 
and previous to tlieir onteiiiiu' the rh 
they plav alimit llie moulli thereof for 
few- davs and I Ills Is the period when they 
are wliat exncrls call prime, full rood. 
Ilesh linn, hk-hlv coloreil and very fat. 
Tlds Is the tinu' anil condition that the 
llsliernien are desirous of sccuriiiu' them, 
nnd this does not aiudv lo salmon luily. but 
to oyerv llsh that swims. 'I"hc lover of the 
Hcllami herriii',' insists wlieu purchasing 
on ha vine a fidl rood nsh; In fact, no others 
are eurod. Take our salt oolachans. When 
spent flsh are co iked they will resolve them- 
selves Into skin and bone, while the full 
rood specimens retain thidr plumpness. I 
could Instance many other examples, but 
do not wish to encroach on your ynliiable 
space. Why. Mr. iMlltor. tliere is not one 
can or salmon ■ in evcrv hundred put up 
with llsh in any other condition than full 
rood. If the salmon were not enucht at this 
time wo should hove to close down one of 
our createst Indnstrlos. our salmon can- 
nlns. and If we wanted a slice of salnuin 
tor cur breakfast we should have to Im- 
port It in a frozen state from some country 
that knows a little more about salmon ihnn 
we do. I should hare stated that after en- 
terlntr the river the flsli reach the spawning 
Kroumls sooner or later, accordir- lo the 
state of the water, but from the time of 
their enterlnir the river until tbev return 
to the ocean (which Is seldom neompllshedl 
the.v take absolutely no food, become 
emaeinted. discolored and womided by eon- 
tact wdtb tbc rocks and L-ravei. etc. In this 
stale thi'y are unlit for fond, and It would 
not take miidi of n iud^'c to see this for 
themselves. What Is really needed Is a 
thorouL'hiv eomneteni food inspector, who 
would pomlemn every ariblp tb.at Is unfit 
for food let It be fl.sli. (lesh or fowl and in 
.sfiyinc this I nin not reflectlni; on Mr. C.al- 
braltli. i>R T have not the pleasure of that 
(rcntlemnn's ncqualntuncp. It Is to be hoped 
that no frivolous or annovlnir restrictions 
win be placed on the llsh shops or Hs'ior- 
men.

Mayor llayward was voted to the 
clialr, Ilnvlng been elected by accl.i- 
mation, -he would not have anything to 
say for himself, and the same would 
doubtless apply to the aldermen from 
Centre ward. lie would suggest thai 
the' caiididatf'S for school trustees li" 
asked lo s|)eak lirst. 

-Mr, Iluggetl was tile first called for, 
ami said tliat this was the first occasion 
on which he had sought public lienors. 
Had it not beiui for the retirement of 
.Mr. .Mex. McCandless. ho would not 
now be ;i cimiidale. His idea was that 
arithmetic, grammar, reading, spelling, 
etc., should be given more attcution lliaii 
was at present done. The latgi- in.ijor- 
ity of the hoys and girls have to go into 
aiiive life afler i)nssing llirough the 
imlilic schools, ami hence these siilijecis 
should lie coiisiilered paramount. Busi- 
ness life demanded this, and we sliould 
act accordingly. lie ilid not think tli.at 
any i-liiss up to Ihe tliird reaiier should 
liiive any lionii' work; not that 't wiis 
the fault of the' ti>acliiM-, but raiber of 
the dcparfnieiit of public insl ruction, 
lie would advocate steps to reduce Ihe 
price of text books to all, as wtdl as (u 
limit tho number of liooks in use. As 
to the high school, he thought that ;i 
new buildinfr was necessary, ami the 
additional space would reduce expenses 
for more room for some years to come. 
The public schooiR should be able to 
make first rate business men and women 
of our children, and by adding two ycnrs 
to tlie iireseiit school course would enable 
this to be done. 

Mr. Boggs was the m-x! speaker. His 
position with resjiect to the High school 
was that he ludieveil in making Iliis 
branch jmrtly self-supporting. A sys- 
tem of free scholarships might be iiiiVo- 
diicpd bero the same as is done in many 
lO.aslerii i-ities. This woiilil effect a 
s.-ivim: in the expense-; of the High 
silioiil. In addilicm to this, the system 
iiiiirlii be o.Ntemled in order to enable the 
• ■liil.lren of iiooj- ])arenls. if display!iig 
iiiiiisual appricaliou, to attain lo a uni- 
versity course. School iiiattei-s in Vic- 
toria Wi'st were mn what they shouiii 
be, as there was an utter lad; of iiccmii- 
inodation for the children during recess 
hours during the rainy weather, 

.Mrs. (Jordon (!r,-int was (hen i-alled on, 
ami she asked for the voles of the 
cleclois as a mother and a wniiiaii. It 
was only right lli.at both sides of the 
house slKMild be represented on the 
school board. Tlie necessity of a new 
High school was pressing. " The time 
had come when iiioney must bo found 
for this pressing need.. The overcrowded 
condition Of the Central school rendered 
it impossible to do justice to the little 
Olios in many of the rooms, and it would 
bo a crying disgrace to allow this to 
continue. In another year the tenipor- 
II ry measures of relief adopted would be 
found inadequate, and a new building 
must 1)0 erected. Although it was for 
the rat(!payers to finally decide, it was 
the duty of the school board to show 
the necessity. Mrs. Grant was not in 
favor of charging a fee to the Ili^'li 
school iiniler pre.^eni conditions. Tli 
exiierinn iits along this line which liad 

been iiiaile li;iii not 1 ii satisfactory, a 

the most oliservahle effect it had "had 
been to c-\clu(le some whosi' imreiits 
found it utterly iiiipossibb' to keep tlieit 
children at the High school. The trllstec^ 
weri' not responsible for tlu' inan.v 
changes in the text books; besides, tho 
march of jirogri'ss demnmls changes, tiiid 
the latest editions of text books -were 
the only ones that coiilil lie used willi 
success. As to the lengtliening of 
school hours, Mrs. Craiit was opjiosed 
to it, as the hours at present were (|niic 
long enough. 

Tho chairman tlioii called iipo!i Mr. 
Lewis Hall. AVitli respect to tlie mat- 
ter of a fee for enfr.-ince to the High 
school, Mr. Hall was in favor of educa- 
tion for the masses, and not classes, and, 
the altenipt that had been made soin-" 
time ago to collect a fee fropi all Hi'-di 
school pupils over 10 years of ago. He 
was in favor of raising the standard of 
entrance to the High school. '\'S''li,tt was 
wanted was more practical work, and 
every boy and- ghi when leaving, the 
public school should have suflicieiit priu;- 
tlcn! education to take their part in 
business life. . If pupils wanted more, 
then they should pay for it. He was In 
favor of keeping all tho money possible 
in the jiroviiice, and the government 
should take in hand the matter of print- 
ing the text inioks and thereby saving 
all the intermediate profits now iii'id 
iniddleinen. It was a most cssontiiil 
thing to have the very best talent in Ihe 
lowest divisions, niid to this end all 
teachers sliinild liavc a normal triiiniiig 
T,,ast year the claim for a new High 
schoid was not pressed, as the city had 



the matter of tho Point KlUce bridge 
awards to deal with; but the matter 
could not lie put off any longer. 

Mr. George Jay, a new candidate for 
school trustee, followed. This wa.s the 
speaker's first occasion to ask tlio citi- 
zens for !i public position, altliougli, ?iav- 
ing 11 family of his own, ho hai! boon 
kept closely in touch witii cducation.il 
matters, TiiC iiresont High school 
building was not in keeping witli th*; 
dignity of the city and the school itself. 
As to the extension of the school hours, 
this did not meet with bis approval. 
He ttusted that .-the ratep.iyers woull 
accord him thielr support and elect him, 

Mr. Joseph York, a candidate for al- 
derman for Soutli ward, then took the 
platform, and. jocosely remarked that 
had it not lieeu tor the disturliing elo- 
mciit of himself, and :Mr. Bragg in 
Nortli waril, the elections would not 
have been re(|uired. He had been long 
enough iu the city to know what tlio ro- 
(luiromciits of Victoria were. There 
was not tho satisfaction that some vrould 
like to make it appear, and a change iu 
some respects would do good. , As far 
as possible, work should bo done by day 
labor. 

Mr. Bragg, the disturliing olemeiit in 
North Ward, was the next speaker. Tliis 
wiiH the first occasion in his experience 
when His AVorship had had such a com- 
fortable seat (lau.ghter), and he only 
hoped that when he himself ran for the 
mayoralty, he woulfl have as easy a time. 
It was the work of previous councils that 
had made it so easy for last year'a coun- 
cil, and some credit should lie given past 
workc'rs. (Clieeiis,) (Jiie of the most im- 
portant tilings for the new coiincii to do 
would lie t(j put ill a modern steel bridge, 
instead of the present makeshift bridge 
on the Ksiiuiuialt roail. He thought tlia: 
liiri patst record as a'deriiian should secure 
his election at this time. 

.\ld. i\.iiisiua,ii, tseiiior representative 
I'roiii Norih ward, was called for. Geu- 
ci ally the- verdii-t is tliat latjt year's coun- 
cil was "tile worst," but this year the 
verdict seemed to lie changed to "the best 
council we have had." The Mayor had 
been elected as well as three other ald- 
ermen, but he, old us ho was, had- to 
Mcratcli. Mr. Kinsman then read a let- 
ter written by Mr. Sorby, opposing the 
aldernmu'is return on various trivial 
grotinils. One of these was opposition to 
the harbor scheme. (Laugliter.) Tlie 
work that was cut out for the next Coun- 
cil waM c-ert:iinly n Kood bill of fa.re. It 
hail been all cut and dried iu tlie Colon- 
ist, lint he wa.s in favor of a stone 
cau.scway at .Iiuueri Bay and paving Gov- 
eriimen: street. However, he was afraid 
that auollier liridge at I'oint Ellice wan 
loo muidi just now. 

-The senior alderman for Uu- South 
ward. Aid. Cameron, followed. .Vs a 
niembt'r of the fiiiwice depanment, the 
.speaker went into several matters of 
imijortance. Tlie first matter that liad 
been taken up and settled were the 
claims, .'<'J(K',,."iS."). in coiinecliou with tlie 
I'oint l-;ilice bridge accident. This prac- ) 
tically wiped oiii the whole of these 
claiiii.^, .Viiothi'r important matter was 
the puiiiping station, which bad been 
coni'pleteil last year. A lire citation at 
\'ictoria West wiiH also an extra. expendi- 
ture on caiiital iii'couiit. .More money 
should be devoted to bridges, streets and 
sidewalki-i. The cost of luick Bay liridge 
had last year taken the best part of the 
money set aside for .4LrectH. .-Vbout 
.■iiU,!)!!!) liad been spent in permanent side- 
walka, Latit ye;i.r a beginning had been 
made in advertising the city iu foreign 
jiarts. Sonio 2tl,00U copicH of papers, 
etc., had been contracted for. No doubt 
thero was a movement coming in real 
estate, and this was directly attributable 
to the pa.>)sing of the ferry .scheme. It 
was a creiiit to a city of tills size that 
fio large an amount of money was raised 
and [SO proniplly paid into the treasury 
iu taxes as was done in \'ictoria. He 
wa.-) in favor of a caiiseu-ey at .lames 
Ba.v. I'oint i;iiice In idge was alc-'o a ne- 
cessity, but the governiiicnt and tram- 
way shoulcl contribulo, I'aviiig street.s 
ami permanent niilewalks; sewer exten- 
sion iijiil now maiiLs on (iovernment 
street; new i|iiarliaii f(n- the lire dejiar'..- 
iiieiit; atldilioiial exiieiuliluri' on account 
of the public library; more street 
lights; the lionic for Aged and Infirm, 
were other matters which would pres.s for 
Hetllenu'iit, and he would, if elected, en- 
di'avor to carry out these ideas. 

^Vld. Brydoii, on taking the platform, 
wa.s afraid that he could only reiterate 
all that the previou.s speaker had said. 
The iinprovemctils would recommend 
ttienis(dveis to the elecloris. Day lalior 
liad i>roved that paving could be better 
and (.-heaiier done than had lii-en the case 
in a,ii.v city on the (^'oat<t. Next year, he 
liopeil lo SL-e (iovernment street paved. 
The sewer pipes neccMsary in the lirst 
place, t^liould he made here, ns the Albion 
Irim Works Company were in a position 
to cai'i-y out the work. Aid. Brydon then 
touched on the .lames Bay causeway and 
the I'oint KUice bridge, and mentioned 
the idea thii.t a modern bridge might be 
wcurcd at the foot of Johnson street. 
I'coiile did not seem to properly appreci- 
ate the iinp(u-tance to this city of Escpii- 
malt. and a direct and short route was 
wanted. The sewerage system should be 
carried fcn-wiird without delay. We liad 
goo 1 wii.ter, and as a residential city, we 
should aliN'o havi' good sewers. Tho pro- 
gress and pro,sperity of the cil.v demands 
nian.v and large improveiiii'nt,-^, and al- 
tliough all could not perliaiw be si'cured 
in one ye.-ir, the citizens should be pre- 
p,-ired to continue the good work. 

The cliaifiiiaii then cajleil on Aid. Hall. 
■'Aid. Cameron liad taken all the wind 
out of my naiK" said the siieaker, "so 
all 1 can talk about is the swans aiui 
deer at Beacon Uill park." (Appla.nse'.) 
and laughter.) Many minute matter* in 
connection with the denizens of the city's 
pleiiMure grounds were discu.S9cd by tho 
chairman of the park committee. Tho 
important iinprovemeiit« proposed in the 
city would receive liis support. 

Aid. Beckwith followed. Ho had al- 
ways advocated the cairying out of per- 
nia.iient improvenienls.

As soon as tho city 
streets were paved, a very large anionnt 
of nione.v would every year be ava.ilablo 
for till' beautifying of the city iu otlior 
jiai t iciihi rs. He had done hi.s share to 
promote the passage of the ferry scheme, 
and thitJ matter was no doubt directly re- 
sponuible for a great de.nJ of the lu-cHent 
SiitisfivcMry state of things in the cit.v^ 
The nclieme to build n causevv:iy was a 
good one, hut time should bo taken to 
make t-iiio of selecting the very best plan. 
Tlie mattcu's of sew('ra,ge construction', 
the piiiilic library, the Ilomi; for Agetl 
and liiliriii, and other matters were alf>o 
touched uiion at Hoiiio length. ThiH was 
the last .siieaker of the evening, and the 
singing nf tho National Anthem brought 
the meeting to a close.
